up at the Four Courts. 
* Lehmann, who was host at the famous 
“birthday party,’ the scene of the boodle 
Gistribution, was given the “limit,” or 
maximum sentence. 

Theirs are the first of the St. Louis 
boodle cases which have been affirmed by 
the supreme -court. 

The supreme court also reversed and re 
‘manded the case of Robert M. Snyder, 
Kansas City millionaire, convicted of brib- 
ery in connection with the passage of the 
Central Traction bill, and sentenced to five 
years in the penitentiary. 

The opinion in the Lehmann and Hart- 
mann cases was written by Justice Fox, 
that in the Snyder case by Justice Gantt, 


NO ESCAPE FOR THEM. 


The convicted men now have no. recourse 
or appeal and there is no way in 
which they can avold going to the peniten- 
tiary. 

Immediately after the mandate and cer- 
tified copy have been sent, a supreme court 
“Marshal will be sent to St. Louis to take 
fhe mento Jefferson City and place them 
behind the walls of the penitentiary.

SPRINGFIELD, Il., June 14—The Dem- 
ocratic state convention. to elect delegates 
to the national convention and nominate 
a state ticket wag.opened at noon today by 
State Chairman™John P. Hopkins, who 
introduced Frank P. Quinn of Peoria as 
temporary presiding officer. 

The other temporary officers are: 
Secretary James A. Long of Chi- 
cago, and Simon M. Rogers of Spring- 
field, Charles A. Luke of Nashville, Joseph 
Mommoser of Chicago, H. P. Simpson of 
Rock Island and J. F. Heffernan of Bloom- 
ington, assistant secretaries; eergeant-at- 
arms, John A. Logan of Elgin. 

There was no protest from thé Hearst 
men. as Quinn took the chair. He im- 
mediately ordered the call of the roll so 
the counties might present their com- 
mittee lists. Trouble began when the 
Third district was reached. A Hearst 
man announced a contest. Quinn only 
amiled. There were signs of turbulence 
for a few minutes, but Quinn never let 
the calling of the roll stop. When it was 
finished, ad adjournment to 3:30 this after- 
noon was ordered. Cries of ‘‘throw the 
chairman out’’ were heard all over the 
hall, but nobody attempted it and Quinn's 
smile wet a long way toward preventing 
trouble. j 

Hopkins’ mastery is complete. It is the 
old story of a small, well-drilled army 
against a mob and nobody will get any- 
thing Hopkins doesn’t want him to have. 

After the recess was declared, Charles 
Mitchell of the Third district, Chicago, 
mounted upon a chair and said: “At 4:30 
this evening the Hearst delegates will meet 
in this hall and organize the Democratic 
party of Illinois. Pass that word among 
your friends and have them here at that 
time. 

This didn’t elicit many cheers and it is 
probable the move will fail. 

Hopkins looked after the convention seat-

After the opinions were handed down, 
the supreme court formally sentenced Leb- 
mann and Hartmann to serve seven and six 
years respectively in the pentientiary. 

The other judges concurred in the opinion 
written by Judge Gantt in the Snyder case. 
The case was reversed and remanded on 
the question of residence. 

In the trial court Snyder pleaded the 
statute of limitations of three years as a 
resident of Missouri. He claimed Kansas 
City as his homé, while the state convinced 
the jury that he had been living in New 
York a part of the time, long enough to 
etill be within the three-year limit as a 
resident of Missouri.

This was uniike his usual manner and his 
wife could not understand it. 

She went to bed and fell asleep. Half an 
hour later persons in the house heard him 
go out. He returned in a short time. It is 
presumed that he purchased carbolic acid 
while he was out. 


Thought He 


Was Snoring. 

He poured a quantity of the acid in a 
teacup and swallowed it, and, still fully 
clothed, lay down beside his wife to await 
death. Some time later his wife was par- 
tially awakened by his groans. She thought 
he was merely snoring and went to sleep 
again. 

At 5:30 her baby cvried and she arose to 
quiet it. She saw the teacup and bottle on 
the floor beside the bed and detected the 
odor of carbolic acid. She looked at her 
husband and saw that he was dead. . 

Her cries brought other persons in the 
house and the police were notified. The 
body was removed to the morgue. 

Before Richards and his family went tu 
live on Bremen avenue they were living 
on Broadway. The deceased came to 8t. 
Louis from-Scranton, Pa.. where his rela- 
tives live. He was 4 years old. An in- 
quest will be held.

Prosecuting Attorney Johnson Tells 
of a Visit He Made to the Place 


Saturday in Disguise, But He Se- 
cured No Evidence. 


Roland Ll. Johnson, prosecuting attorney 
of St. Louis County, says he has asked the 
sheriff to increase his force of deputies 
aud stop the Creve Coeur Lake gambling 
exposed by the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 

Sheriff Hencken says the gambling will 
be stopped. Just when it will be stopped 
the sheriff will not say, but he declares he 
will drive the gamblers out of the county 

as fast as he can. 

hed declarations by St. Louis County 
officials were made at Clayton this morn- 
ing in response to direct questions put by 
the Post-Dispatch. 

The sheriff and the prosecuting attorney 
say there are but three deputies under the 
sheriff at this time and that the gamblers 
in the county have been too numerous and 
persistent to be put out by 80 small a force. 

Sheriff Hencken says he did not know 
until a few days ago that the gamblers 
had appeared at Creve Coeur Lake. 

Prosecuting Attorney Johnson says the 
gamblers have appeared at so many places 
in the county within the last few weeks 
that it has been a difficult matter to keep 
track of them. He says that as fast as 
the county officers have stopped gambling 
at one place it has broken out at another. 

The county officials seem to be willing to 
do their duty, and they say they will do 
it, but they cannot be said to be as hot on 
the trail of the county gamblers as they 
might be. 


‘Plead Force 


Is Inadequate. 

Asked why the gamblers at Creve Coeur 
Lake have been permitted to operate as 
they have, the county officials pleaded in- 
adequate force and ignorance that the 
gamblers had located there. 

Mr. Johnson, the prosecuting attorney, 
planned a coup: when he heard the gam- 
blers had settled on the shore of Creve 
Coeur. Mr. Johnson says he has been 
reading ‘“‘The Hound of the Baskervilles,’’ 
by Dr. J. Conan Doyle. 

The book put him in an ingenious humor, 
and he became strategic. He had a gray 
riding habit made, and his wife supple- 
mented this with a gray riding cap with 
a long visor. 

Mr. Johnsonu has a bay saddler, Lady. 
He put on his riding habit Saturday after- 
noon, and set out for Creve Couer Lake. 
He was accompanied by C. C. Wolff, pro- 


bate clerk of St. Louls County, and Paul 
D. Cable of Clayton. 

Mr. Johnson expected that his disguise 
would enable him to circulate freely 
umong the gamblers. He found them on 
on hand doing business, and dismounted to 
go among them. 

He approached one of the spindle wheels 
with the little tin horses whirling around. 
The gamblers had a crowd about, and there 
was some $4 upon the table. Mr. Johnson 
says he hope to clinch the evidence 
against the proprietor of this game and laid 
a quarter down himself. 

Just then he suw one of the cappers sig- 
on the wrong 9 hey he gays, and he knew 

he had en identified. 

The prosecuting attorney says that at 
this juncture he stepped in and demanded 
that the game stop. He compelled the 

amekeeper to return the money on the ta- 

le to the bettors. 

The news that Mr. Johnson was on the 
ground spread like wireless telegraph 
messages among the gamblers, and Mr. 
Johnson says that within a few moments 
the gamblers had all disappeared. He 
says he could mot arrest any of them be- 
cause he was not accompanied by an offi- 
cer, the force at the sheriff's office being 
sO small that there were no deputies to go 
to the lake with him. 

Asked what he hoped to accomplish by 
going — the gamblers in disguise, Mr. 
Johnson sald he thought he could catch 
them red-handed and secure evidence with 
which he could convict them when they 
were arrested. 

The gamblers were just a little too sharp- 
eyed for him. They made him out in spite 
of his riding habit and the long visor pulled 
down over Sis eyes, and they scattered like 
wild turkeys avoiding a hunter. 

When Mr. Johnson remounted his good 
palfrey and turned the long visor of his 
cap homeward, the gamblers poores out of 
the tall timber whence they had fied, and 
smiled and chuckled among themselves. 

It had been a very light storm, soon 
blown over. 

When the gray riding habit went down 
upon the westernn horizon the gamblers 
put up their tables again and made the 
dice fly fast and the little tin horses gallop 
madly to make up for the time lost. 

They have been going it fast and furious- 
ly ever since.

Gold Badges Arrive. 


Laurence H. Grahame, assistant secre- 
tary of the World's Fair national com- 
mission, who will succeed Joseph Flory as 
secretary, July 1, has returned from New 
York and Washington, bringing with him 
the badges for members of the national 
commission which are the last badges to 
arrive for Fair officials. The badges are 
of old gold and are very elaborate in de- 
sign. They differ only from the badges 
worn by President Francis and other of- 
ficers in the omission of a patriotic flag 
design. The body of the badge represents 
the shield mounted by an American 
spread eagle. A wreath of laurel encircles 
the whole.

RUSSIA CALLS OUT MORE 
RESERVES FOR THE STRUGGLE 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 14.—The Novoe 
Vremya’s miiitary expert authoritatively 
denies the report that Gen. Stackelberg is 
on the march south. He declares that the 
only Russian forces on the Liao-Tung pe- 


ninsula above Port Arthur consist of cav- 
alry and railroad guards, and adds that 
it is scarcely possible to interfere with the 
siege operations before Port Arthur. The 
chief mission of the Russian cavalry de- 
tachments, he says, is to hamper the 
movements of the Japanese columns from 
the south to the north. 

The Novoe Vremya devotes a long edito- 
rial to arguing that wireless communica- 
tion with neutral territory’ does not con- 
stitute ua breach of reutrality, the enemy 
having pruetically the same remedy as in 
the case of cabie communication, namely, 
as previously cabled, in one case of cutting 
the cable and in the other of stationing a 
vessei rigged with wireless apparatus be- 
tween the sending and receiving stations, 
thus interfering with communication.

Says He Sent Them Out of Cripple 
Creek for Their Own Safety, As 
Well As to Get Rid of “Organized 
Gang of Law-Breakers.” 


DEPORTATION WAS MEANS 
OF RESTORING PEACE 


“I Am Going to Fumigate This Dis- 
trict and State Before I Finish, and 
Then I ‘Will Establish a Military 


Quarantine.” 


The New York World and the @ost- 
Dispatch telegraphed to Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Sherman M. Bell, who is in com- 
‘mand of the Colorado troops who are 
maintaining martial law is the Cripple 
| Creek district, asking for his version of 
| the deportation of miners to Kansas. His 
atatement, together with those of other 
observers of the conduct of the militia, 
is herewith presented: 


BY GEN. SHERMAN A BELL. 

By Telegraph to the Bditor of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

CRIPPLE CREEK Celo., 
deported these men from the Cripple Creek 
district because, in my judgment, it was 
a military necessity. I sent them to the 
Kansas line because I believed it to be 
the most effective method of ridding Teller 
County and the State of Colorado of an 
organized gang of assassins, dynamiters, 
anarchists and law-breakers. 

More than that, I sent them out of the 
district for their own safety. 

Martial law and the presence of the mill- 
tary is all that has prevented these men 
from being lynched by thé indignant citl- 
Teller and El Paso counties. My 
men have taken ropes from their necks 
and saved them. 

The deportation was the means of re- 
storing peace. I don’t want these men in 
Colorado. They are the leaders and par- 
ticipants in the insurrection now existing 
in the Cfipple Creek district, amd it is my 
business to break that up. That’s exactly 
what I propose to do. What steps I have 
taken as military commander concerns no- 
body but myself and the commander-in- 
chief, the governor of the state. 1 have 
no apologies to make. 

Whether the deported men belong to a 
union or not ia a question of minor import- 
ance. I have not considered that. What 
concerns me is that they are in open rebel- 
lion against the properly. constituted au- 
thorities of the state. For ten years they 
have had this county terrorized. Since the 
beginning of the strike last August 38 non- 
union miners have been murdered. 

I took charge of the district last week 
and proceeded to clean it up. I had more 
than 306 men thrown into the bullpen and 
had every one of them put through the 
“sweat-box."”” The confessions they made 
were appalling. The halls where the West- 
ern Federation’s local branches held their 
meetings were searched by my orders. 
Thirty-seven photographs were found, 
showing which men had been marked for 
murder, and their names were written on 
the backs. When the murders had been 
committed the names were marked off. 
Today I have absolute proof that will send 
a dozen local federation leaders to the scaf- 
fold and twice as many to the penitentiary. 

The men I] deported were indirectly con- 
Cerned in these crimes. Those I am Keep- 
ing are direcily connected. Half of these 
men have been connected with similar 
crimes in other mining district in Colorado, 
Idaho and ever other mining state. Colo- 
rado is not the only state that has suf- 
fered from the socialistic. anarchistic or- 
ganization. When these men became too 
well known in one camp they moved to an- 
other. 

Not satisfied with control of thé mines in 
the state, they aim to control Colorado on 
«a Socialistic basis. Te accomplish this 
they were prepared to go to any end. 

That accounts for the infernal machines 
and hundreds of pounds of high explosives 
found in the Federation leaders’ houses 
when they had been searched, besides thou- 
sans of firearms shipped in wholesale 
quantities into Cripple Creek, Telluride, 
Ouray, Idaho Springs and other mining 
districts of the state.

Lehmann served several terms 
as delegate from the Nineteenth ward, and 
was made famous bv the campaign slogan 
of his supporters: ‘“‘Who put der lights on 
der Water Tower?

SNYDER VERDICT TURNED 


ON QUESTION OF RESIDENCE 


Robert M. Snyder, capitalist and fran- 
chise promoter of New York and Kansas 
City, was convicted bribery in connec- 
tion with the passage of the.Central Trac- 
tion bill, and sentenced to the penitentiary 
Oct. 5, 1903, for a term of five years. 

The Central Traction steal, which was 
exposed exclusively by the Post-Dispatch 
in 1898, involved the distribution of $250,000 
among the members of the Municipal As- 
sembly. In the House of Delegates 25 out 
of 28 members received bribes ranging from 
$1000 to $3000 apiece.

Snyder’s trial lasted an even week, We Sion 
ning Monday morning and closing shortly 
before midnight Saturday. Four night sés- 
sions were held. 

The defendant was represented by Fred 
W. Lehmann, Judge Henry 8. Priest, Mor- 
ton Jourdan and Maj. William Warner of 
Kansas City. The legal battle was one of 
the most notable in the records of Mis- 
souri criminal cases. 

Snyder's defense consisted chiefly in the 
endeavor to prove that he resided in Mis- 
sourl since the commission of the alleged 
offense, more than three years before, and 
was therefore entitled to immunity under 
the statute of limitations. 

The state contended that Snyder had re- 
sided at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New 
York City. 

The defense also undertook to impeach 
the credibility of the state’s chief witness, 
former Councilman Frederick G. Uthoff. 
It was in this connection that Judge Priest 
Save utterance to the declaration, which 
has since become famous. that ‘“‘Bribery is 
only a conventional crime.”’ 

The specific charge upon which Ssny- 
der was tried was that he had 
agreed to pay Uthoff $50,000 for his 
vote and influence on the bill. At the time 
of the passage of the bill Snyder was presi- 
dent of a bank in Kansas City, where he 
lived in a palatial home. Soon after the 
passage of the Central Traction bill he 
went to New York and took up quarters at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. It was this change 
of residence which brought about: his in- 
dictment. 

The statute of limitations, while preclud- 
ing the prosecution of bribery within three 
years from the time the offense is com- 
mitted, does not apply to non-residents 
Such Snyder was considered. Witnesses 
were brought from New York to prove that 
Snyder had a regular office in the metropo- 
lis and considered New York his home. 

Uthoffs vote was necessary to bring 
about the approval of the Central Traction 
bill in the upper branch of the Municipal 
Assembly. The ex-councilman testified that 
at first he was paid $25,000 by John Scullin 
and Edward Butler. representing an in- 
terest antagonistic to that of Snyder, but 
that Snyder raised the bid and got his vote 
for $50,000. 

Hoping to secure an even larger sum Ut- 
hoff returned the $50,000 to Snyder, but the 
evidencé disclosed that no sooner had the 
bill become law when Snyder fled to 
York, leaving Uthoff to hold the bag. 

Later Uthoff met Snyder in New York 
and demanded his $50,000 back. Snyder 
laughed at him, but finally agreed to pay 
Uthoff $5000. In return for the $5000 Uthor 
signed the following letter, which Snyder 
wrote: 

Mr. R. M. Snyder, ae “a mae 7. 

Dear Sir—-I am surprised at your talk of yes. 
terday, in which you stated that you had heard 
that I had said that while you did not offer me 
any money for supporting the Cen: ral Traction 
matter, I belleve money was paid to other parties 
I suppose you are now satisfied that I hever made 
any such remarks, but in the event ‘f ‘t ever 
comes up again, and to further assure you in this 
matter, I desire to say this to you in writi ng, 
that from my acquaintance with yon 1 helieve 
you are as far above offering a bribe e¢ I wonld 
be above receiving it. I suppor-ed the bill be 
cause [ thonght the road would be a benefit to 
the districts that needed it, and because J] thonglt 
you intended to promptly build it. I hope you — 
go to work soon and prove I was right. I an 
obliged to you for your invitation to dine with 
you and go to the theater tonight, but I expect

OBJECTIONS OF DEFENSE

The 
court says that if the right to a change of 
venue can be maintained when the jurors 
are being selected it could exist at any 
time during the progress of the trial. be- 
fore a verdict is returned. 

As to the contention of counsel for Leh- 
mann that the indictment was defective in 
that it charged him jointly with other 
members of the House, the court says their 
acts may have been distinct, but their acts 
which resulted in the commission of the 
crime were joint. 

The court holds it is immaterial whether
